REMARKS 



Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled and new claims 3-11 
entered. Claims 3-11 remain in the application. Reconsideration 
is respectfully requested in light of the remarks included below. 

A substitute specification and new abstract have been 
submitted herewith to replace the originally filed specification. 
Because the specification is completely reformatted, an 
underlined version, which applicant believes would be unduly 
confusing, has not been included. Also, since an abstract was 
not included in the original filing, a new abstract has been 
included. Applicant believes that the substitute specification 
and new abstract should overcome the Examiner' s objections to the 
specification . 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS AND REJECTIONS 

Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled and new claims 3-11 have 
been entered. Applicant believes that this should overcome the 
Examiner's objections to the claims, as well as the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, and the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101. 
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35 U.S.C. 102(a) REJECTION 



Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Trass et al . (U.S. Pub. 2006/0033275) and Kiyosaki 
et al. (U.S.Pat. 5,826,878), respectively. Applicant believes 
that the new claims now overcome these rejections. 

Both of the cited references are board games whereas 
applicant has disclosed and claimed an economic system including 
a method of keeping consumption equal to production. Applicant 
believes this is substantially different than either of the cited 
references .
